Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-ll does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not 
define a contribution over the prior art. 

3. The special technical features in Groups l-ll are a lysophosphatidic acid receptor 
p2y9 and a method for screening an agonist or an antagonist to the LPA receptor 
p2y9, respectively.
